asmuch as an ornate and sa'tisfctory 
building of sufficient size, can be 
erected on the site already owned by 
the government, in Newark, Ohio, 
within the limit of. cost fixed, no 
change in location-is advisable.

It Was Baptized Just Like 


a Human Being 


kHE night before New Ye.ir's they always ring the chimes," said Eve- 


lyn softly as the sound of bells rang out on the frosty air. 


••Why do they ring them then more than at any other time?'' 


asked Jack. 


"Ob. so we can know when the old year's done and the new year begins," 


replied Evelyn. "Anybody would know that." 


Daddy laughed. "Well, that may be the reason now, but once upon a rime 


they rang them to frighten the evil spirits away, just as the Chinese at their 
New Year's send off firecrackers and make all the racket they can. 


'•In old times people used to think that every bell had an angel, and when 


the bell rang out it was the voice of the angel speaking to the people. It told 
them when to come to church, to go to bed. to get up. sounded alarms, told of 
death in sad or gentle tones or of weddings in joyous ones. 


"Long ago clocks were expensive, and even wealthy people did not have 


them. All the business of life was carried on according to the messages rung 
out by the church bells. 


"The bells were named just like persons, and when a new bell was to be 


hung in a church it was baptized Hke a human being. In some cases the bell 
"was dressed in a white christening robe just like a child. 


"There were good bells and bad bells. The bad b-"< T-ore st-ver allowed 


to stay in the church tower long. If after a new bell was huni.; the people 
were bothered with a lot of bad fires or if there was a long spell of dry 
weather or every one had bad health it was blamed on the bell, and short 
work was made of it. 


"Other bells were noted for the good they did. Stories -were told of bells 


that drove away storms and sickness. 
People know bettir than that now. 


"A bell that had the name of being unlucky was the famous czar bell of 


Moscow, the biggest bell in the world. It weighs 4:52.000 pounds and measures 
sixty feet around the largest part of the bell and twenty-one feet across the 
bell. It was made in 1723. In 1737 the bunding in which it hung was burned 
to the ground. For a hundred years no one bothered about it. Then it was 
raised to form the roof of a little chapel. 


"The most famous bell in the world is perhaps that which hangs in the 


tower of the English house of parliament in London. It is known as Big Ben 
and weighs 30,000 pounds. 


"To my mind, however, the finest bell of all is the old cracked one in the 


statehouse at Philadelphia that rang out when the United States was born in 
1776 and told the American people that they were free to make their own 
laws and live as free men and women should."

Many of the 'quaint lit- 
tle wooden enairs-, originally .used in 
the chapel, and later doing good ser- 
vice Ini the crowded dining room of 
the boarding house, are now to be 
found among the treasured relics in 
many a home of present and former 
Gr-ranvillians,
